LIGHTNING TAKES LIVES OF 2 ON MOUNTAIN TRIP 
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‘TRAGEDY STRIKES AT CALIFORNIANS IN CANADIAN ROCKIES 


SAN FRANCISCO, (-P) 
Two California mountain climb- 
ers died and two others were 
burned seriously when light- 
ning from a sudden storm struck 
a cave in which they were hud- 
dled, high on an 11,500 foot peak- 
in the Canadian Rockies. 

News of the tragedy came to- 
day in a telephoned report to the 
Associated Press here from 3a 
member of the hiking party who 
did not attempt the climb. 


Dead were Rolf Pundt of Ber- 
keley and Bob Becker of Los 
Gatos. 

Recovering from second and 
third degree burns in a Cran- 
brook, B. C., Hospital are Ann 
Strong, Berkeley, and Ian Mac 
Kinlay of San Francisco, 


The report was made by John 
Thune, physical education direc- 
tor of the Ookland Y. M. C. A. 
and one of a party of 18 climb- 
ings in the Bugaboo range near 
Spillmachean, B. C. 

This was Thune's account: 

Pundt, Becker, Mac Kinlay 
and Miss Strong tackled Buga- 
boo spire last Wednesday and 
reached a small cave near the 
top. 

They took refuge there when 
falling snow made the rocks icy. 
As they huddled in the cave the 
lightning struck. 

When Mac Kinlay came to, 
he saw Pund? twisting in con- 
vulsions. As the barely conscious 
Mac Kinlay watched, Pundt 
writhed over the edge of the 
cilff outside the cave and drop- 


ped 1,000 feet to his death. 
Becker was partially paral- 
yzed and = semiconscious. Mac 
Kinlay and Miss Strong, both 
badly burned, were unable to 
move him, They left him in the 
cave with food beside him and 
his body tied to prevent his slip- 


ping over the cliff. Then they 
began the descent for help. 
The two miraculously des- 
cended safely down the ice-en- 
crusted Mountain but the rest 


of the party was unable to climb 
the peak until Saturday, after 
the storm had lifted. By the time 
they reached the cave Becker 
was dead.
